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The  personal  income  of  the  farm 
population  from  all  sources  in  1962 
was  $20.5  billion,  up  $450  million 
from  1961  and  almost  $1  billion 
from  1960.  The  rise  since  1960 
was  due  to  an  increase  in  the  per- 
sonal income  of  the  farm  population 
from  farm  sources;  personal  income 
from  nonfarm  sources  went  down 
slightly  from  1960  to  1962. 

In  recent  years,  farm  people  have 
received  about  65  percent  of  their 
total  personal  income  from  farm 
sources.  For  farms  in  different 
sales  groups,  however,  this  per- 
centage varied.  For  example,  farm 
operator  families  on  farms  with 
sales  of  $5,000  and  over  realized 
about  75  percent  of  their  total  in- 
come from  farm  sources,  while 
those  in  the  under  $5,000  group 
realized  about  30  percent  from  farm 
sources.

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FARM  INCOME - -FIRST  HALF  OF  I963 


Net  and  Gross  Income 

Average  income  of  the  Nation's  farmers  during  the  first  half  of  19^3  'w&s 
about  as  high  as  a  year  earlier.    Aggregate  net  farm  income  realized  from 
farming  in  January-June  1963*  estimated  at  a  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rate  of 
$12  1/3  billion,  was  down  almost  3  percent  from  the  first  half  of  1962.  But, 
the  decline  in  numbers  of  farms  over  the  past  year  was  at  about  the  same  rate 
as  the  decline  in  aggregate  income. 

Realized  gross  farm  income  in  the  first  half  of  19&3  'wa-s  slightly  above 
the  record  high  rate  of  1962  as  a  result  of  higher  cash  receipts  from 
marketings  and  a  continued  high  rate  of  Government  payments  to  farmers.  Cash 
receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  half  of  this  year  are  estimated  at 
$15.0  billion,  about  $200  million  more  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
1962.    This  gain  was  due  to  an  increased  volume  of  farm  marketings;  prices  for 
farm  products  averaged  much  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  through  the  first  half 
of  this  year.    A  continued  large  volume  of  crop  marketings  at  prices  averaging 
3  percent  above  January-June  1962  levels  boosted  cash  receipts  from  crop 
marketings.    Farm  marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products,  at  prices 
averaging  2  l/2  percent  below  a  year  earlier,  yielded  slightly  lower  cash 
receipts  during  the  first  half  of  this  year,  compared  with  a  year  earlier.  A 
k  percent  drop  in  meat  animal  prices  more  than  offset  a  very  large  movement  to 
market  of  beef  and  pork. 

Government  payments  to  farmers  this  year  will  probably  be  higher  than  the 
$1.7  billion  total  of  1962.    Feed  Grain  and  Wheat  Stabilization  Program  payments 
during  1963  are  expected  to  total  slightly  above  the  $1.1  billion  paid  out  in 
1962.    Direct  payments  under  all  programs  to  farmers  this  year  will  provide 
about  one -twentieth  of  total  cash  receipts  received  from  farm  operations. 
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Production  Expenses 

Production  expenses  through  June  this  year  were  above  those  of  a  year 
earlier,  more  than  offsetting  the  gain  in  realized  farm  income .    Farmers  1  total 
outlays  for  the  farm  business  were  estimated  at  a  seasonally  adjusted  annual 
rate  of  just  over  $28  l/2  billion  during  January-June  1963*  or  about  $l/2  bil- 
lion above  the  January-June  1962  rate.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production 
items,  interest,  taxes,  and  wage  rates  averaged  about  2  percent  more  than  a 
year  earlier  through  June  this  year.    Unit  costs  for  feed,  seed,  motor  vehicles 
and  farm  machinery  were  up  more  than  the  average  increase  shown  for  all  produc- 
tion items.    On  the  other  hand,  prices  paid  for  feeder  livestock,  fertilizer, 
and  building  and  fencing  supplies  were  running  below  last  year.    Interest  and 
taxes  payable  per  acre  were  7  and  5  percent  higher,  respectively,  than  in  1962. 
Farm  wage  rates  were  up  2  percent  but  the  number  of  hired  hands  through  the 
first  half  of  this  year  has  been  about  3  percent  less  than  in  January -June 
1962. 


Commodity  Receipts 

The  estimated  $9*^  billion  received  from  farm  marketings  of  livestock  and 
livestock  products  in  the  first  half  of  19^3  was  some  $100  million  less  than  in 
January -June  1962.    Cash  receipts  from  cattle  and  hog  marketings  were  lower  as 
the  drop  in  average  prices  received  for  meat  animals  more  than  offset  a  larger 
movement  to  market  than  in  the  first  half  of  1962.    Lower  wholesale  milk 
prices — in  the  first  3  months  of  this  year  compared  with  a  year  earlier — 
resulted  in  a  small  drop  in  dairy  products  receipts.    Cash  returns  from  poultry 
and  eggs  were  estimated  slightly  higher  in  the  first  half  of  this  year  than 
last  reflecting  larger  broiler  marketings  and  slightly  improved  egg  prices. 

Receipts  from  crop  marketings  were  estimated  at  $5.6  billion  during  the 
first  half  of  this  year,  compared  with  $5.3  billion  in  January- June  1962.  Cash 
receipts  from  cotton,  soybeans,  and  tobacco  were  up  from  the  first  half  of 
1962  reflecting  a  larger  volume  of  marketings.    Feed  crop  receipts  were  sub- 
stantially higher  this  January-June  as  both  the  average  of  prices  and  volume 
of  marketings  were  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Vegetable  receipts  in  total 
were  down  from  a  year  earlier  as  truck  crop  prices  were  below  the  very  favorable 
levels  of  early  1962.    Despite  much  higher  citrus  fruit  prices  than  last  year, 
reflecting  sharply  lower  supplies  due  to  last  winter's  freeze,  receipts  from 
fruits  in  total  were  about  the  same  as  in  the  January-June  1962  period. 

JUNE  1963  CASH  RECEIPTS 

Tentative  estimates  for  June  1963  place  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings 
at  $2. 2s billion,  down  about  3  percent  from  June  1962.    Compared  with  a  year 
earlier,  crop  prices  overall  were  still  strong  in  June  1963  "while  livestock 
prices  were  just  below  a  year  earlier.    But,  the  volume  of  marketings  in  June 
fell  below  last  year  for  both  crops  and  livestock.    Lower  prices  for  cattle  and 
calves  and  a  reduced  level  of  hog  marketings  compared  to  last  June  accounted 
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for  about  half  of  the  total  drop  in  receipts.    Most  of  the  other  half  of  the 
total  drop  was  attributable  to  19&3  crop  wheat  selling  at  lower  prices  than 
last  year  and  a  reduced  volume  of  wheat  marketings  compared  to  June  1962. 

VOLUME  OF  FAEM  MARKETINGS,  19^3 

The  aggregate  volume  of  farm  marketings  in  19&3  is  expected  to  be  slightly- 
above  the  record  of  last  year,  based  on  July  1,  1963  conditions.  Marketings 
of  livestock  and  livestock  products  will  be  at  a  record  high  this  year,  while 
crop  marketings  likely  will  be  close  to  the  level  of  the  past  3  years  (table  2). 

Movement  of  cattle  to  market  this  year  will  be  well  above  that  of  last 
year.    Hog  slaughter  through  the  first  6  months  of  this  year  was  higher  than 
in  January -June  1962;  marketings  in  total  during  19^3  will  exceed  the  1962 
volume.    With  prospects  now  that  19&3  milk  production  may  be  at  or  slightly 
below  the  126  billion  pounds  produced  in  19&2,  the  volume  of  milk  sold  to 
plants  and  dealers  this  year  may  not  be  much  different  from  1962.  Marketings 
of  eggs  likely  will  be  much  the  same  this  year  as  in  1962  but  the  quantity  of 
poultry  meat  marketed — particularly  broilers — will  be  above  the  1962  level. 

The  1963  crop  season  shows  a  2  percent  increase  in  acreage  planted  for 
harvest  over  the  record  low  302  million  acres  planted  last  year.    But,  crop 
acreage  for  harvest,  as  of  July  1,  is  expected  to  be  only  1  percent  larger  this 
year,  with  the  final  outturn  depending  to  a  greater  extent  than  usual  on 
growing  conditions  through  the  remainder  of  this  season.    Yields  for  major 
field  crops,  as  of  July  1,  were  indicated  to  be  slightly  below  realized  yields 
last  crop  season.    A  10  percent  increase  in  wheat  allotments  and  a  smaller 
acreage  signed  for  diversion  under  the  Feed  Grain  Program  were  major  factors 
in  the  acreage  expansion.    Among  the  feed  grains,  larger  acreages  of  corn  and 
sorghum  grain  more  than  offset  smaller  seeded  acreages  of  oats  and  barley. 
Producers  of  winter  and  spring  wheat — other  than  durum — have  taken  advantage 
of  the  increase  in  allotments  by  expanding  acreage.    Soybean  acreage,  at  a 
new  high,  coupled  with  a  larger  flaxseed  acreage  more  than  offset  a  9  percent 
smaller  cotton  acreage.    Sugar  crop  acreage  continues  its  rapid  expansion  of 
the  past  2  years  while  tobacco  and  peanut  acreages  are  smaller  than  in  1962. 


FARM  INCOME  REVISIONS,  I96I-62 

In  the  Farm  Income  Situation  of  July,  regular  routine  revisions  are  made 
in  the  estimates  of  gross  income  and  expenses  for  the  preceding  two  years. 
These  revisions  incorporate  the  latest  information  relating  to  production, 
marketings,  prices,  and  inputs  from  Government  and  private  sources. 

As  a  result  of  these  routine  revisions,  realized  gross  farm  income  for 
1962  is  now  estimated  at  a  record  high  of  $i|-0.8  billion,  an  upward  revision  of 
$150  million  from  earlier  estimates.    The  change  resulted  from  larger  receipts 
from  marketings  of  meat  animals  than  estimated  on  the  basis  of  earlier  reports 
and  a  downward  adjustment  in  the  estimate  of  the  value  of  farm  products 
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consumed  on  farms  where  grown.    The  revision  in  realized  gross  income  for  1962 
was  not  enough  to  offset  an  upward  revision  of  $^50  million  in  farm  production 
expenses  due  mainly  to  sharply  higher  outlays  for  feed  and  livestock  than 
estimated  earlier  on  a  preliminary  "basis.    With  a  larger  change  in  production 
expenses  than  in  realized  gross  income,  the  estimate  of  realized  net  farm 
income  for  1962  is  reduced  from  $12.9  hillion  to  $12.6  billion,  or  2.5  percent. 
A  substantial  upward  revision  was  made  in  the  estimate  of  the  net  change  in 
farm  inventories  during  1962.    This  resulted  in  a  revised  estimate  for  1962  of 
$13.3  billion  for  farm  operators*  total  net  farm  income  (realized  net  income 
plus  the  value  of  net  change  in  inventories),  or  $300  million  higher  than  the 
previous  estimate.     (See  tables  1H  and  2H,  pages  3^  and  35* ) 

.   For  1961,  new  information  on  the  distribution  of  1961  crop  marketings  and 
on  deliveries  of  1961  loan  crops  to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  resulted 
in  a  downward  revision  of  1  percent  in  realized  gross  farm  income — about 
$350  million.    Since  the  estimate  of  production  expenses  for  1961  was  changed 
only  fractionally,  realized  net  farm  income  for  1961  is  now  estimated  at 
$!L2.5  billion  compared  with  the  former  estimate  of  $12.8  billion.    Total  net 
farm  income  in  1961  is  revised  downward  $200  million  to  $12.8  billion  reflecting 
a  slight  upward  revision  in  inventory  change  and  the  downward  revision  in 
realized  gross  farm  income. 

Quarterly  estimates  of  farm  income  at  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rates  are 
revised  for  I96I-62  in  line  with  revised  annual  totals  (table  l).  The 
previously  published  estimate  for  the  first  quarter  of  1963  also  has  been 
revised  in  line  with  new  information  on  the  components  of  farm  income. 


STATE  ESTIMATES 

Detailed  estimates  of  the  components  of 
farm  income  in  each  of  the  kQ  States  will  be 
published  in  a  supplement  to  this  report  to  be 
released  soon,  probably  in  mid -August.  The 
supplement  will  show  revisions,  by  States, 
for  1960-62  and  historical  data  back  to  I9U9. 
In  addition,  detailed  State  estimates  of  cash 
receipts  from  marketings  of  farm  products 
for  I96I-62  will  be  shown.

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HISTORICAL  TABLES 

The  following  historical  tables  carry  estimates  of  farm  income  and  related  data  for  the 
United  States  (excluding  Alaska  and  Hawaii).    The  series  in  most  cases  are  available  back  to  19IO. 
However,  because  of  space  limitations,  the  annual  data  for  1910  through  1914  have  been  combined 
into  an  average  and  annual  estimates  shown  from  1915  to  1962.    The  personal  income  tables  cover 
the  years  1934-62  and  the  table  on  national  income  for  the  farm  and  nonfarm  sectors  covers 
1929-62. 

For  the  years  I96O-62,  the  various  series  in  the  tables  reflect  revisions  resulting  for  the 
most  part  from  the  incorporation  of  the  latest  available  information  on  components  of  gross  farm 
income  and  production  expenses.    The  net  effect  of  the  revisions  has  been  slight  with  respect  to 
previously  published  estimates  of  realized  net  farm  income,  although  substantial  changes  have 
been  made  in  some  of  the  components.

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FARM  INCOME  CONCEPTS :    THEIR  MEANING  AND  MEASUREMENT 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  publishes  regularly  a  comprehensive  set  of 
income  estimates  relating  to  agriculture  which  have  been  developed  over  more 
than  a  third  of  a  century.    (See  the  preceding  tables.)    The  purpose  of  this 
article  is  to  describe  briefly  the  principal  concepts  involved  in  the  farm 
income  estimates  and  how  they  are  measured. 

Basically  the  estimates  center  around  tvo  major  concepts  of  farm  income. 

One  views  agriculture  as  a  business  or  industry,  measuring  gross  farm 
income,  farm  production  expenses,  and  finally  the  net  return  to  farm  operators 
for  their  farm  work  (including  that  of  their  families)  and  for  the  capital 
invested  in  their  farms  and  equipment.    The  most  commonly  used  measure  of  the 
net  return  from  agriculture  is — Realized  Net  Income  of  Farm  Operators  from 
Farming. 

The  other  major  concept  relates  to  the  people  who  live  on  farms  and  the 
incomes  they  have  available  for  purchasing  the  goods  and  services  in  the  Ameri- 
can standard  of  living.    This  concept  recognizes  that  there  are  some  people 
living  on  farms,  such  as  farm  laborers  and  their  families,  in  addition  to  people 
in  farm  operator  families,  and  also  that  farm  people  receive  a  significant  part 
of  their  income  from  nonfarm  sources  as  well  as  from  the  farm.    The  series 
appropriate  to  this  concept  is— Personal  Income  of  the  Farm  Population  from  All 
Sources. 

These  two  major  series  are  derived  from  the  various  components,  or  building 
blocks,  of  the  farm  income  estimates.    Generally,  the  individual  components  are 
important  series  in  their  own  right,  providing  insight  into  the  major  economic 
forces  affecting  the  over-all  farm  income  situation. 

The  components  used  in  calculating  the  realized  net  and  total  net  income 
from  farming  for  1962  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

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Realized  gross  farm  income  includes  3  principal  components: 

1.  Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  of  farm  products  represent  gross 
receipts  from  commercial  market  sales  as  well  as  loans  (net  of  redemp- 
tions) made  or  guaranteed  by  CCC  and  purchases  under  price  support 
programs . 

2.  Government  payments  to  farmers  are  those  made  directly  to  farmers  in 
connection  vith  farm  programs  such  as  the  Soil  Bank,  Agricultural 
Conservation,  and  Wool  Incentive  Programs. 

3.  Nonmoney  income  includes  farm  products  consumed  directly  in  farm 
households  (valued  at  average  prices  received  by  farmers)  and  the  value 
of  housing  provided  by  farm  dwellings  (determined  in  relation  to  the 
value  of  the  dwellings) . 

Farm  production  expenses  comprise  the  aggregate  costs  incurred  in  farm 
production.    They  include  current  farm  operating  expenses  for  such  items  as 
wages  paid  to  hired  labor  (in  cash  and  in  kind)  and  outlays  for  repairs  of 
equipment  and  operation  of  the  farm,  as  well  as  interfarm  purchases  of  feed, 
seed,  and  livestock.    Overhead-type  costs  include  charges  for  depreciation  and 
other  capital  consumption,  taxes  on  farm  property,  and  net  rents  paid  to  non- 
farm  landlords. 

Expenditures  on  new  buildings,  motor  vehicles,  and  other  capital  equipment, 
estimated  in  arriving  at  gross  capital  expenditures  in  agriculture,  are  not 
included  as  a  production  cost.    Production  expenses  include  instead  an  allowance 
for  annual  depreciation  and  other  capital  consumption. 

Estimates  of  depreciation  are  based  on  replacement  cost,  which  is  the 
amount  necessary  at  current  prices  to  replace  buildings  and  equipment  used  up 
during  the  year.    Thus,  after  a  period  of  substantial  price  increase,  as  has 
occurred  since  World  War  II,  the  current  replacement  cost  basis  results  in 
larger  depreciation  charges  than  would  estimates  on  an  original  cost  basis. 
The  difference  is  estimated  at  around  $0.9  billion  per  year  for  recent  years. 

Farm  operators'  realized  net  income  represents  what  is  left  from  realized 
gross  farm  income  after  deducting  farm  production  expenses.    This  is  substan- 
tially the  net  income  realized  from  sales. 

flet  change  in  farm  inventories  measures  the  change  in  physical  quantities 
of  each  crop  and  livestock  product  on  farms,  valued  at  average  prices  prevailing 
during  the  year.    For  some  purposes,  particularly  for  combining  with  the 
national  income  estimates  of  the  nonfarm  economy,  which  measure  the  net  value 
of  production,  it  is  necessary  to  take  into  account  changes  in  farm  inventories. 
However,  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  a  buildup  in  inventories  is  "unrealized" 
until  sold  and  that  prices  realized  at  the  time  of  sale  may  be  considerably 
different  from  those  prevailing  during  the  year  of  accumulation. 

Farm  operators'  total  net  income  is  their  realized  income  plus  or  minus 
the  net  change  in  inventories.    It  is  the  figure  included  in  the  National  Income 
Estimates  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce  as  farm  proprietors*  income. 
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Farm  wages  of  laborers  on  farms  represent  the  Income  received  by  farm 
laborers  living  on  farms  from  wages  paid  by  farm  operators. 

Personal  Income  of  the  Farm  Population  from  All  Sources  is  made  up  by 
combining  the  personal  income  of  the  farm  population  from  farm  and  nonfarm 
sources.    Personal  income  from  farm  sources  is  the  total  net  income  of  farm 
operators,  including  Government  payments,  less  the  net  income  of  nonresident 
farm  operators,  plus  wages  and  salaries  and  other  labor  income  of  farm  resident 
workers,  less  contributions  of  farm  resident  operators  and  workers  to  social 
insurance.    Personal  income  of  the  farm  population  from  nonfarm  sources  consists 
of  income  received  from  nonfarm  wages  and  salaries,  business  and  professional 
income,  interest  and  transfer  payments,  such  as,  unemployment  compensation, 
social  security,  and  veterans  benefits.    Also  included  is  rental  income  from 
nonfarm  sources  and  an  estimate  of  income  from  items  such  as  dividends  and 
royalties.
